SCHAIP AT A CONVENTION,
Negro Mepublicans Carry Matters by
Foree Down o Georgin,

ATLANTA, Gu., April 20.—The republican
state eonvention summoned to assemble In
the house of ropresentatives at the state
capitol at 10 o'clock this morning was not
called to orler until 11 o'clock. The delay
was caused by a row over admission tickets
to the hall. A. E. Duck, chairman of the
state committee, took a position at the door

and admitted only those having tickets
signed by humselfl. A party ol Reed dele-
gates, who were unprovided with tickets,

gathered at the door and foreed their way
in with shouts of triumph. Then followed
a seene of stormy confusion which was anly

calmed by the appearance of a squad of
policemen. i
At 11 o'clock Chalrman Buck enlled the

corventlon to order,

There was no appointment of a comnmittes
on eredentinls, bat the secrctary read the
list of delegates, ns agreed upon by the
atate expcutive committee. This done, a =ur-
prige wap sprung by W. A, Pledger, leader
of the Reed forees, rislng and nominating
A. E. Bucky the chief McKinley supporter,
as temporary chalrman, Pledger explained
that he did this ws a preliminory to a
peaceful convention, He agud Colone] Buck,
he explained, had got together and econcluded
that there was something higher than fae-
tional triumph, Colonel Buck was there-
upon  ehogen chalrman by ceclamation,

Four delegates-at-large were placed In
nomination: A. E. Buck, H. L, Johnson, H.
A, Rucker and J, A, Deveaux. The negroes
winted R, R, Wright as one of the dele-
patea-at-lurg®, and they shouted and waved
thelr arms and raved wildly as they pushed
toward the speaker's stand. The police were
called and cleared the speaker's stand, The
tumult continued, and as soon as the blue-
apate  disappeared, the mob surged ag:in
about the chalr, and Wright again mounted
the stand, Chalrman Johnson esught him
by the leg and tried to pull him down. Tle
wag aboutt Lo fall, and threw. his head bhack
to steady himself, It caught in the chalp-
man’s collar. Ten or more black hands shot
out from in front of the stand and pulled
Wright to his feet, and he resumed his
spcech, while the chalrman tried 1o froe
himself. The stand was  partially  cleared
agnln, and the chalr recelved o motlon to
cleet the four delegates named, put the
motlon and declared it carried, e then left

the stand.

Suddenly a portly man forced an opening
between the negroes, snatehed the gavel, and
in a very excited menner called the con-
vintlon to order, and In the midst of the
din nominnted Rey, K. Love for chalrman
of a new conventlon, Love was declired
elected, and lowled out a spoech, heard

gnly by thosg within six feet of him, It
wis deelded to eall the roll, for the purpose
of electing Wright in place of Jolhnson. A
list of countles was obtalned, and a man
started with it to the stand, when he was
attncked by one of Pledger's followers, and
after a spivited fght the roll was stuffed into
the pocket of Pledger's man, and he dis.
appeired in the crowd, No other list of
thie counties could be found, 80 a commities
was appointed, one from each congressional
digtrict, to nominate four delegates from
the state at large. Another committee was
appointed to report a platform, and then
the delegates, who had lhowled themselves
tired, lapsed luto guiet to walt for thoe re-
port of tho commitiees,

The regular convention. reconvened at §
o'clock tonight and after adopting a plat-
form reafirming the princlples of the repub-
lHean party adjourned sine die. The financinl
declared strongly for sound money.
